St. Anthony, Idaho.—Plans to kid- 
nap Roland Harriman, son of Mrs. E. 
H. Harriman, hold him for a ransom 
of $100,009, and in case the money 
was not paid to blind the boy and 
otherwise disfigure him for life, have 
been frustrated by the arrest here of 
the persons in the plot. 

Three men, Marion A. Lufkin, 
David McLoy and Ralph Zufelt, alias 
Ralph Majors, are in jail, charged 
with conspiracy to go to Island Park, 
where young Harriman is staying 
during his vacation, kidnap him and 
hold him for ransom. 

Two of the trio have made confes- 
stons to the officers. Lufkin was ar- 
rested at Island Park, where he had 
secured a position as a ranch hand, 
by a deputy sheriff on suspicion of 
being implicated in a burglary here.

DANISH INDIES SALE 
MAY CALL ELECTION 


Lansthing to Take This Course 
if It Can’t Be Postponed 


Copenhagen, August 24.—The 
Landsthing sat in committee this, 
afternoon and adopted a resolution 
that if the sale of the Danish West 
Indies cannot be postponed until 
after the war, the question shall be 
settled by general elections. The 
resolution was adopted 39 to 7. 
Three members refrained from vot- 
ing and thirteen were absent. This 
resolution will be submitted  for- 
mally to the Landsthing tomorrow 
at an open meeting. 

King Christian received the lead- 
ers of the various parties today, 
and thanked them for their efforts 
to form a coalition Cabinet, al- 
thought he said he regretted they 
had been unable to do so. 

It is expected that the new con- 
stitution will go into effect when 
the general elections are ordered. 
As it will be the first time an elec- 
tion will be held under the new 
constitution, it is believed prepara- 
tions for the election will take a 
long time, and it probably cannot be 
held before the beginning or the 
middle of October. 

Some influential politicians ex- 
press the opinion that the result of 
the elections will be that the new 
Rigsdag will ratify the treaty of sale 
with the United States.

Letter of Great Writer Reveals Him as 
Man of Deep Religious

When Charles Dickens’ son went to 
Cambridge the great novelist wrote: 

“As your brothers have gone away 
one by one I have written to each of 
them what I am now going to write 
to you. 

You know that you have never been 
hampered with religious forms of re- 
straint and that with mere unmean- 
ing forms I have no sympathy. 

“But I most strongly and affection- 
ately impress upon you the priceless 
value of the New Testament, and the 
study of.that book as the one unfail- 
ing guide in life. 

“Deeply respecting it, and bowing 
before the character of our Savior, as 
separated from the vain constructions 
‘and inventions of men, you cannot go 
very wrong, and will always preserve 
at heart a trué spirit of veneration 
and humility. 

“Similarly I impress upon you the 
habit of saying a Christian prayer 
every night and morning. 

“These things have stood by me 
all through my life, and remember 
that J tried to render the New Testa- 
ment intelligible to you and lovable by 
you when you were a mere baby.”

WAS INVENTED BY ORIOLES | 


John McGraw, Hugh Jennings and 
Other Members of Famous Team 
Originated “Inside Stuff.” 


The old Baltimore team of 1894-5, 
one of the greatest teams ever got 
together, originators of the new style 
of ball play, was a galaxy of athletes 
who were endowed with brains and 
brawn, and made them count in the 
game of baseball. With a pitching 
staff composed of such mediocre hurl- 
ers aS Hemming, Esper and Hopper, 
with the old stars who were in the 
sere and yellow, such as Tony Mullane, 
“Kid” Gleason and “Dumpling” McMa- 
hon, the team won three pennants. La- 
ter it added Arlie Pond and Jimmy 
McJames. All these hurlers made rec- 
ords in games won owing to the bril- 
liancy of the team behind them. 

A most peculiar fact about the fa- 
mous Baltimores of 1894-5 was that 
they were all at one time or another 
battery men. Johnny McGraw began 


his career on the diamond as a pitcher, 
and was credited with being. very 
Hugh Jen-

nings was no false alarm as a-catcher, 
and his friends declare that he made 
a mistake when he switched for an 
infield position.

Thi ted 
Ed Hanlon, manager of the team, used 
to pitth before taking to the outfield. 

Then there was Joe Kelley of the 
Torontos. When Joe was a full- 
fledged Oriole he played the outfield, 
but Mr. Kelley won considerable fame 
as a hurler of curves and otherwise. 
Even “Big Dan” Brouthers began his 
baseball career as a pitcher, but that 
was away back. Reitz, the second 
baseman, also Infield F. Bonner, were 
good catchers, and spent part of their 
minor league days behind the bat, and 
the famous Walter (Steve) Brodie was 
a clever backstopper at one time. So 
every player on that famous old team 
won his spurs either as a pitcher of 
curves or as a receiver of them.
